MUST PARCEL OUT STOCK

MUKDEN, Sunday, March 5, 6 p. m — 


All day lony the battle raged ceaselessly. 
The Japanese, have been concentrating 
their energies on Machiapu for the pos- 
session of which they have been strug- 
gling for two days, but with nil their 
gallantry, the Japanese were unable to 
dislodge the Russians who are clinging 
to their works with bulldog tenacity.

Shakhe river it is marked by a line of 
bursting shells. The'.Russian losses arc 
not excessive considering the severity of 
the live days' lighting. The Japaneso-as 
the attackers, have suffered heavier than 
the Russians. 


CRISIS IS AT HAND.

The courtroom in which -the trial will 


be conducted is of the smallest, there not 
being seating room for over one hundred 
people outside of those immediately con- 
nected with the trial. E'aborate precau- 
tions were taken'by United States Mar- 
shal Chandler to prevent a crowd in the 
lourt room. The elevators in the federal 
building were not allowed to run above 
the fifth floor, arid the stairway leading 
from there to 'the sixth floor was caro- 
f'jllv guarded by bailiffs who allowed no- 
body to pass without proper credentials. 


DEFENDANT IS CALM. 


The case wns set for 0:30 and ten min- 


utes prior to. that time Mrs. Chadwick 
came into court in the custody of two 
bailiffs. She was calm nnd solf possess- 
ed, showing not the slightest trace of ex 
citemcnt. She wore a black gown, white 
silk shirtwaist, which was for the most 
pnrt concealed by a black velvet voat 
which was relieved by white reveres, and 
white cuffs, covered with black braid. 
She wore a wide black hat, on the left 
side of which was a bunch of long black 
feathers, which shaded off into white at 
the lips. She took a scat at a long table 
in the center of the court room imme- 
diately behind hor leading counsel.
